grins possession of the city which has 
teen the sole object of their war against 
Turkey began Monday night. The Monte- 
negrin army took the offensive along the 
entire front. They completely surprised 
the Ottoman defenders by pushing right 
tip to the Turkish position?, where they 
engaged in close bayonet fighting. 


The Ottoman soldiers made a number 


of counter attacks and tried with their 
Utmost energy to drive jjhe attacking 
force out of their works, but they were 
finally compelled to fall back and leave 
their positions in the hand? of the tie- 
iiegers, who received constant reinforce- 
ment''. It was midnight last night when 
the Montenegrins obtained their footing 
in the fortress and detachments of the 
besiegers entered the city at 4 o'clock 
this morning. 


Essaad Pasha Gives Way.

nized the usclesfmcss of further resist- 
ance after the outlying key position ot 
Tarakofch had fallen.

Plea of the Express Companies. 


'Attorneys for a number of the big express companies 


lave just appeared before the Indiana state board of tax 
commissioners, emitting prolonged and distressing wails 
of financial agony in an effort to secure reductions in the 
assessed valuation of property of the companies in thin 
state for the ensuing year. Occasionally it is difficult for 
the public to -work np any sort of effective sympathy with 
a cry for help, and the. case of the express companies will 
come dangerously near to a catalogue place in that list. 


It is pointed out by the gentlemen paid to represent 


Sife companies that the parcel post has cut so heavily into 
iexpress company earnings that any advance in valuation 
lor even a continuation of old tax-computing standards, 
•would be little short of murder, arson and high treason; 
that earnings have been lopped off to a most distressing 
degree, and the inference is that unless relief comes quick- 
ly the express barons will shortly inaugurate a pilgrimage 
to the poorhouses of this country. All this is interesting, 
but in the light of knowledge of the tremendous profits 
iwhieh the express business has been enjoying for so many 
years, the plea is not so interesting as is the palpable ef- 
fort upon the part of the companies to maintai nthe big 
balance on the profit side of the ledger by heroically sacri- 
ficing the public tax funds rather than to permit encroach- 
ment upon sacred company dividends.

Mrs. Turner. 
This is the only institu- 


tion of its kind in a Fort Wayne factory 
and its existence is the outgrowth of :>

last August.

Bradley, who was crushed 
by being 


• caught between machinery which 
was 


being bundled in a car and which shift- 
ed when the car was struck by a Penn- 
sylvania switch engine. Mr. Bradley was 
badly hurt and the shop officials felt 
the need of facilities for giving him 
immediate surgical attention, before he 
could be taken to one of the hospital.-* 
In the city. Factorj- Supt. K. A. Barnes 
took up the matter soon after that ac- 
cident and the present excellent i-merp- 
ency hospital is the result. The hospital 
is located in the northwest corner of the 
old three story machine shop building, 
in the room which for a number of years 
was the shop clerk's office.

Starting with only a few each 
week, the number of arrivals hai in- 
creased by leaps and bounds until now 
they are coming in droves with the ar- 
rival of every steamer from Asia. 


The 'picture bride is a product of 


Japan. 


Mr. Jap in America wants n. wife. 


He writes to his parents or other rela- 
tive* in Japan, sending his photograph. 
They select a. girl whom they think 
will pleate him and mail him her pho- 
tograph. 
Mr. Jap is tickled to death 


with the photograph and requests that 
the original be shipped to him by first 
boat. She departs and when ths liner 
docks the bride, stands on the deck with 
his photograph In h«r hand scanning 
the arrivals, while Mr. Jap eyes the in- 
coming crowd of Japanese women until 
he. finds the original of his picture. 


Sometimes they R«t up housekeeping, 


but in many instances the girl goes to 


join other inmates of house* of ill fame. 


Figures from the immigration author- 


ities show tho extent of this influx of 
Japanese women. 
In six months 813 


picture brides arrived in San Francisco, 
while for the same period 63S came into 
the country through the ports of Seat- 
tle and Tucoma. .This number Is in- 
creasing each month and BO alarming 
has become tho increase that immigra- 
tion authorities have openly stated that 
something must be done.to check this 
influx of Japanese women because it 
wouldn't be. long before they would pre- 
sent ns great, n problem us the ,mal« 
population is now presenting.

Williams of College of Phyiielans «nd 
Surjreons, who ha* been a Tisitor at con- 
fidential clinics during the past winter 
n pneumonia pttientt in the hospital 
attached to the institute. 


Announo«ment of the discovery has 


>een delayed by the directors of the 
nititute, it -was said, until a specific 
lad been perfected that could bo used 
>y any practicing physician. 


As it is, cures are effected on an av- 


erage of two out of six oases, Dr. JIo- 
.Viiiiams 
declares, 
by the us* of a 


iorum ntill in the experimental stage. 


Six Different Strains, 
. 


"Hero is the situation," he laid at hln 


home, 32 East Fifty-third street. "There 
tvro germs of six different strains that 
may cause pneumonia. 
Maybe eight. 


Of course, the disease, whether caused 
>y one strain or another, follows the 


e general lines of progreim; but a 


scrum that might prove efficacious in 
combatting one strain would bo unavail- 
ng Lgainst the others. 


"The Rockefeller Institute haa discov- 


ered two oera which act a* cures against 
;wo of the brother pneumoocus, or germ 
strains." 


Dr. McWilllami then explained that 


he two sera were procured in the usual 
manner by innoculating a horse with 
Jaily increased doses of a germ which 
causes pneumonia until the animal be- 
came immune to immense doses. 


"That was the first step," ho said, 


'but the problem arose to get the 
5orum that would successfully combat 
the particular strain of the (liaeMe with 
which tha patient was affected." 


Tried on Horses and Mic*. 


This barrier was passed, he said, by 


inoculating two sets of horses, each 
with a different strain, the characteris- 
tics of two of 'which have been discov- 
ered at the institute. After the horses 
had become immune, two distinct sera* 
resulted, and then it was necessary to 
learn which should be used on the pa- 
tient under treatment. 


This was done,4' Dr. McWilllams said, 


by taking tho sputum from the patient 
and inoculating two sets of mice with 
it. At the same time each of the sets 
of mice w«s given an injection of the 
anti-toxio sera. 
By this 
method of 


elimination, the physicians were able to 
tell 
within 
twenty-four hours 
from 


which strain of the disease the patient 
was laboring, and then the nerum af-
